put. down tho rivters, 4 collision occurred, 
and the trouble grew in extent rapidly. At 
the present tine, current report here says, 
there are aeveraj thousand bandits in the 
field, openly defying the officials, The ma- 
gistrate of P‘cthsien has wen’ captured by 
the insurgents, and held for ‘Ths. 50,000 
zansom. "The disorder ia now extending 
into three districts, two of which, Fung ad 
Tang, aro tho famous. oplun-producing re« 
gions of the prefecture. The bandits ara 
said to belong to the Ta Vue Hui, one of 
the nwuerous seditious societies which in- 
fest every province. The Brigadier-Genor- 
al of this sity has boon requisitioned by the 
General of Chiichoufu for troops to assist in 
putting down the rebellion. e camps of 
cavalry Left this city on the 8th of July for the 
scone of action; this ought to mean 750 
men, butit only really mons about 300, 
as the camps never have more than Iulf 
their complement.”

INTERESTING 10 SHIPSIASTERS, --! 

Calenttli, July 10.—Captain Ress, of the 
steamer Sulfan, was placed befors the Mu- 
gistrata to-day and charged by the Port au- 
thoritiva with carrying 100 oxcess passengers: 
from Jeddah to this port. Tho circumstances 
of the case are peculiar,” In January last year 
the Sultan obtained 4 cortificate in Caleutta 
to carry 1140 passengers, .In April last at 
Bombay she was engiged to éarry to. Jed- 
dah, Umra Khan and mite, who reserved the 
cabinsand poop and conscquentiy a certi- 
ficate was issued by tho authorities reducing 
the number of passergers to 1040, and the 
Government Solicitor contended that Cap- 
tain Ross had no right to exceed that num: 
ber in the return voyage to Caleutta. The 
Solicitor for the defence urged that at Sing- 
apore Inst year the Suten obtained a certi- 
ficato~to carry 1390 passengers, and that 
within the last few days the steamer had 
been surveyed here by the Port authorities 
who admitted they were willing to_give 
a certificate for 1143 passengers.

The Yomiuri, on the authority of a cer- 
tain Government official receitly returned 
from: Formosa, states that tho difficulty of 
the administration of the island rests with 
the foreignem resident there. No doubt, 
the risings of natives mako trouble, and. 
the bringing of savages. under submission 
bs the Sapaaose “authorities is also a la- 
borious and difjcult matter. But the for- 
cigners ure must difficuls of all to deal 
with, says the Yeonturi. They invest their 
noney in tea, canphor and sugar industry. 
Thoy-aeen tothink themselves to ke in a 
special position i Formosa, They. are 
known to openly declare that they can do 
anything ‘they like in the island, under 
ottra-torritorfal rigtits. Under this pre- 
tence, itis alleged that they stir up the 
Chinese, resulting often i soriously com. 
promising the aman aeatian, According 
to ghat purports to be the policy of r 
Misano, PDinctar of the Formosan Ad- 
ministrative Burcau (we still quote ‘the 
Yomiuri), ho thinks it is undesirable 
from ‘a diplomatic point of view, to 
enforce the Japaneso Regulations for 
dealing with the business caried on by 
foroignors in Formésa,, Uniler Japancso 
treaties and inwa, foreigners have no trad- 
ing righta excopt at open ports. The Chi- 
neKe Government did not openly cllow the 
foreigners to carry on industry and trade 
in the interior of Formdss,.but connived at 
it when carried on under the shield of a 
Chinese name. Such has been tho usage 
in vogue fora considerable time, and it is 
utterly imposible now to puts stop to the 
Ris id 
question to hy carefully investigated by the 
dipanesé authorities.—It is a pity that the 
Yomiuri and such papers go out of their 
way to disseminato falschoods and create 
Ind feeling hotween the Japnicsa and for- 
eigners. Tt is ridiculous to my foreigners 
stir up the Chinese to rebel. it is also de. 
plorablo to see an unwillingness to re- 
eognise what is due to foreiynera in For- 
moss in ordinary fairness and honesty ; 
Japan has done little enough yet to for. 
ward the exploitation of the island, to put 
capital inta the country or develop its ro- 
yources.—Kebe Chronicle.
